S an Francisco, October 30.—A 
boiler explosion took place this morn­ 
ing at tho Terrace Baths, in Alameda, 
causing the death almost instantly of 
Uoliert Haley, the promotor of the 
bathing establishment, n®'l seriously 
if not fatally injuring ChurJIr'Iieckcr, 
an employ^*. The boiler operated an 
engine which was used to pun n water 
out of the bay into the end «sure. 
Becker started the fire nsusuu! this 
morning in the furnace. He noticed 
that the steam rose very rapidly and 
went out of the engine room for Ha­ 
ley. Bcckor not liuding him, returned 
to’ the room and found that the steam 
gauge showed a pressure of nearly 100 
pounds. Haley had in the meantime 
conic down to the baths and Becker 
shouted for him to come down to the 
engine room. 1 le did so and entering 
the room opened the door of the fur­ 
nace. Becker stood just back of him. 
AN I'XEXI’ECTKD RESULT. 
A draught of air was let in. and ¡ n 
about a second the boiler aud engine 
were lilted from the floor aiul struck 
ugainst the north side of the building, 
breaking one half of it into splinters, 
and then flew through the air a dis­ 
tance of thirty feet, when it fell into 
tho bathing enclosure. The explosion 
created a loud detonation, aunilar to 
the ro|*ort of a canon. 
IIALLY KRIGIITFULI.Y INJURED. 
11 ulov was found lying on his hack 
alongside tho spot where tho l>oilcr 
stood and blood was pouring out of 
his mouth. lie gasped once or twice 
and expired. Becker was lying al*out 
three feet away and was unconscious. 
Haley’s throat was cut by a flying 
piece of iron, his left temple was in­ 
dented in, and his head and breast 
were badly scalded. His tongue was 
almost severed near its roof.

SI'ARS OF THE WRECK SEEN. 


The Number of Those on Board 
Estim ated to be Fifty— 
A Fearful Night.

Chica g o, October 30.—An inter­ 
Ocean special from Manitowoc says: 
Tho first particulars of the wrecked 
propeller Vernon were received here 
this morning. 
Reports suy that she 
foundered off Two Rivers. A passing 
tug picked up a pilot house with the 
name Ycrnon on it und five life 
preservers off Two Rivers. Ow ing to 
this fact, probably not a soul of the 
twenty-five or thirty ¡>ooplc aboard 
were saved. 
NO ESCAPES PROBABLE. 
The cause of the terrible disaster 
will probably remain a mystery -for­ 
ever. It is quite generally believed 
here that not a single soul has sur­ 
vived, as it would be impossible for 
any {*erson to live in such a sea aud 
exposed to tho intense cold that pre­ 
vailed on the night of the wreck. 
Many relatives of those on board came 
hero on the propellor Lawrence, this 
evening, to obtain all the particulars 
I*os8Íble concerning tho lost. All the 
places where information would be 
likely to be obtained were visited, but 
tho news was of the most discourag­ 
ing nature and they 
ABANDONED AM. HOPE 
of ever seeing their friends or rela­ 
tives who were lost. It is reported 
to-night that Boiler Inspector Rqpd 
and Fitzgerald, of Milwaukee, were on 
board the ill-fatsd propellor and are 
undoubtedly among the lost. A patrol 
of the life-saving crew at Two Rivers 
was kept on duty all night, but up to 
the lust report no bodies have been 
found.ESTIMATE OK THE MISSING. 
The Captain of the steamer Law­ 
rence estimates the number of people 
on tho ill-fated vessel at ahont fifty 
jiersons. The steam barge Burroughs, 
of Milwaukee, is overdue, aud many 
anxious inquiries arc received as to 
her whereabouts. 
A m ariner’s r epo r t. 
M ilw a u k ee, W is., October 30.— 
Referring to the wreck of the Vernon 
the Captain of the life-saving crew at 
Two Rivers, described the storm as 
the worst ever seen by him on 
the lake. The waves rose to the 
height of thirty or forty feet aud it is 
liia opinion that no one has survived 
the wreck. It was bitterly cold on 
the lake lie said and a person could 
not have stood the exj*osure over 
night. The spray dashing over men 
clinging to the wreckage must have 
frozen us it fell and completely encased 
the unfortunates, if, indeed, they held 
on long enough to permit such a thing. 
"My impression is,’’ said lie, "that 
they all are at the bottom of the lake." 
NO C'I.VE OBTAINABLE. 
Neither at Manitowoc or Two Rivers 
wore any traces of the lost vessel to be 
heard of yesterday either bv vessels ar­ 
riving there or by means oí tugs going 
a few miles out. Captain Hawkins, 
of tho schooner William Home, ar­ 
riving in Milwaukee this morning, re­ 
ports passing «three dead bodies on 
Saturday afternoon abont bíx miles 
southwest of Manitowoc. One bodv 
was that of a woman with long, black 
hair. She had a life preserver on. 
The other two bodies were those of 
men.

Chamberlain Gives His 
Views on Home Rule. 


BLUNT'S PLEA FOR IIISTICE. 


All Address by W illiam O'Brien 
at K antnrk—The Movement 
in America.

L ondon, October 30.—Chamberlain 
was interviewed on l*oard the Etruria 
at Queenstown to-day. He attached 
no important^ to the strictures which 
certain Canadians and Americans had 
thought fit to pass upon him. 
in no hurry hom e. 
He said: "I shall enter upon my 
duties unaffected in the slightest de­ 
gree by any outside hostile criticisms. 
I do not intend to return to England 
directly my labors are finished. Not 
having been in America before, I am 
awfully anxious to see the country and 
its institutions. It is also my purpose 
to visit Canada.

Rule, lie said that he bad ceased to Ixj 
a politician for a couple of months. 
He had, however, no hesitation in 
saying that those who were sanguine 
of soon seeing a parliament in Dublin, 
would have to wait much longer than 
they expected. "I will go still far­ 
ther,’’ he continued, "and say tha* I 
am inclined to think that if the great 
and generous scheme of local govern­ 
ment were granted to Ireland, the 
feeling which is represented as being 
ho intense, especially in the south in 
favor of n separate parliament, would 
gradually die aw av to mere sentiments. 
I firmly believe tliat it is not beyond 
tho reach of statesmanship to make 
Ireland peaceable and contented w ith 
a full measure of local government.

If this is 
conspiracy it is conspiracy with every 
element to make a rational and great 
cause that is unconquerable.”

Of the 1000 persons evicted during 
the past year only 140 had adopted a 
plan of campaign.

T h e C o n d itio n In W h ich It A r­ 
rive* In th e Fast* 
H ouston, T ex as, October 25,1887. 
E ditors H er a l d:—I cut the en­ 
closed slip from your weekly of the 
22d inst., and as it so entirely retlectH 
my observation and positive knowl 
edge of the facts therein stated, I am 
glad to take advantage o’f this occasion 
to call attention to it, in order that 
steps may be taken to correct this se­ 
rious mistake, which, if continued, 
will very soon bring California fruits 
into disrepute and positive disgrace. 
1 spent August und part of Septem­ 
ber of this year in your city, and en­ 
joyed the fine peaches, j*ears, and 
particularly the grapes, exceedingly, 
in fact almost lived on them and when 
I returned here could not say enough 
in praise of Southern California and 
its sunerb fruits, etc., and you can 
imagine how disgusted 1 must be 
when I occasionally undertake to buv 
some California fruits from the deal­ 
ers here to send home to my family, 
und find, upon tasting.and examining 
them, that I would not feed my ser­ 
vants nor even my'pigs or chickens 
on them—to be more explicit, since I 
returned here, which was the middle 
of September. I have bought but one 
litle box (5 pounds) of grapes for 
which 1 paid fifty cents, and after get­ 
ting them home, found that we could 
not eat them because they were hard 
and tasteless and were at last sent to 
the kitchen and I presume my ser­ 
vants threw them into the Blop barrel. 
I have tried several times since then, 
when I have seen some apparently 
fresh arrivals of fruits on the dealén* 
stands, to buy some, but have never 
done so,. for the reason (eRpeciully the 
grapes) that it would be throwing 
money away for nothing as the fruits 
are unfit to eat. This is my obser­ 
vation in Houston, but it extends also 
to New Orleans, where I frequently 
go, because I am in the mercantile 
business there and my business takes 
me there quite often. 
I happen to know personally some 
of these fruit dealers here who bring 
this fruit from your state by the car­ 
load lots and have asked them why 
they did not bring a better quality of 
fruit, when in California there was 
such an abundance of luscious and 
suprior fruit to l*e had at such aston­ 
ishing low prices, and in reply they 
generally say, that nales» the fruit is 
shipped'quite «green or comparatively 
unripe, it arrives here in a damaged 
and almost worthless condition. &c. 
I know nothing of the practicability ol 
getting ripe fruits, grapes *fcc., from 
California to the states east of the 
mountains, but I know this, that Cali­ 
fornia shippers had better not send 
auy fruits to these1 states at all, than 
to keep sending such as they do, for 
it will destroy the good name which 
has been established for it, and also 
put the notion in people's minds, that 
the information which conies to them 
of tho productiveness of Southern 
California, and its siqierior products, 
is all bosh and, to use a common ex­ 
pression, " a put up job.” Mease 
excuse me for this long tirade against 
this misrepresentation of your splen­ 
did country, climate and fruits, by 
means of this miserable traffic, but I 
have often thought of writing to you 
on this very subject and am glad that 
this opportunity has come and that I 
have said what* I have said. I will be 
glad to have you make use of my 
statements in Iipy way in which you 
may need them to endeavor to correct 
this serious evil and to have your 
country and its products receive better 
treatment at the hands of those who 
handle them. Very resp’ty., II. G. 
The following is the clipping refer­ 
red to in tho above; 
The Boston It ml yet of September 
11th lias this to say about California 
fro it then arriving in that market: "If 
California fruit-growers expect to make 
a permanent market in the East for 
their peaches, grapes and iiears tty»y 
will have to improve on tho current 
year’# shipments. The. peaches were 
beautiful in api*earance, but a snare 
and a delusion to those who would 
fain eat of them. Many were of the 
clingstone variety, picked iinrine. and 
entirely unfit to eat. Pears lack flavor 
and keeping qualities; and quantities 
of inferior grapes, such as are eom- 
monly used by the Pacific coast 
winemakers, are being forced iq>on our 
market to tho disgust of buyer andeel- 
lor.” If the above criticisms are true, 
or half true, they should receive im­ 
mediate attention from the fruit 
shippers of California. The fruit crop 
of this State for 1887 was especially 
fine, and nothing but the best should 
liave been shipped. The flavor of 
California i*ears ami peaches is ex­ 
cellent, while our gropes are the 
finest in the world. The probability 
is that this fruit was shipped in Aug­ 
ust, before the best grapes are ripe. 
The best pears, clingstofie {teaches 
and grai*es are not fit to ship Itefore 
September. The fruit growers of Cal­ 
ifornia cannot afford to ship poor 
fruit. It is vitally necessary to ship 
nothing but the choicest fruits, if they 
desire to supply the markets of the 
East.—[October 22, 1887.

tion, who brought religiou into dis­ 
credit. 
H e who docs his w h d o duty 
both in w ordlv an d spiritual thing*»,

ch aracter — helping

needy, com forting the sorrow ing and 
diffusing words of solace and hope to

If Paul could spread the gospel 
in th e palace of Nero, w ho is th ere so 
im potent in our tim e au d in our situa­ 
tion th a t h e cannot do his p art in 
spreading it in th e dark and sinister 
places of o u r great cities?

Total im m igration (13 years) 1,934.418 
To the student of history that table 
is a most imjiorUmt collection of facts.

As law-makers, Spar­ 
tans, Cietans, and even Athenians, all 
take rank after the grave Senators of 
the city on the seven hills by the 
Tiber. 
Franco, in modern days, is cosmo­ 
politan, being composed of Gauls, Ro­ 
mans, Franks and Norsemen. Ger­ 
mans are far from deriving their be­ 
ing from a single strain—Teuton, < *oth, 
Vandal, and Dane, with a dozen other 
l*eoples of more or less remote rela­

A H e r a l d reporter recently held n 
conversation with W illiam Lawrence, 
who was a resident of Texas during 
the recent heavy rains and in speak­ 
ing of the iminonso damage done by 
them to crops and property in general, 
ho said, “ you know, it never rains 
but it pours,” and in Texas this is 
especially so. 
It is most certainly a 
S'aty 
fipd is either too 
Met of too dry, too hot flf TOv ¿°ld. 
there being no tim e during thé yeflí 1 
w hen it is “ just right,” so to speak. ' 
The recent heavy 
rains, he said, 
am ounted to almost cloud-bursts In 
some parts, the im m ense volume of 
water swelling the streams far beyond 
their capacity and bursting from their 
banks, they overspread the surround­ 
ing country for m iles around, washing 
away 
every 
visible 
sign of life 
including house, barn, in fact every­ 
thing.” 
' * The Brazos was perhaps more 
destructive than any other stream as 
it washed away the abutments of 
nearly all the bridges on it, liesidcs do­ 
ing great damage 
to the country 
through which it passed by carrying 
off the soil from 
many farms and 
depositing it at some point lower 
down the stream .” 
“ It is a very treacherous stream ,” 
continued the gentlem an, “ and before 
one is aware of it, he is confronted by 
an im m ense wall of water five or six 
feet high, a regular tidal-wave which 
sw eeps down the almost dr}’ bed of 
the 
river with 
irressistible 
force, 
destroyin g everything in its path, 
and 
i r ^ i s 
not 
an 
uncommon 
sight to see the bodies of horses, cat­ 
tle and sheep floating down stream , 
and frequently during the last rise, 
houses and barns were seen in similar 
situations.” 
“ A ludicrous incident ir. this con­ 
nection occurs to m y mind, and it is 
worth relating, I think. 
Early one 
m orning some cowboys, who were sit­ 
ting on their horses on the bank com­ 
m enting upon the m iscellaneous ob­ 
jects floating down stream, suddenly 
observed in the distance a peculiar 
looking object of i inmenso size, but 
w hich from the great distance in­ 
tervening, 
could 
not 
be 
made 
out. 
It 
appeared, 
how ever, 
to 
be 
a 
house, 
and 
upon 
closer 
approach it was seen to be a house 
w ith a cat and a Tooster perched upon 
the comb of the roof, the rooster crow­ 
ing lustily—intending to announce, no 
doubt, that the break of day was at 
hand. 
No one could account for the 
presence of th e cat and rooster on tbe 
house, and the}1 were allowed to float 
bv without being molested, and prob­ 
ably wore carried into the G ulf.” 
“ Were not trains greatly delayed bv 
the numerous bridges being washed 
aw ay?” ventured the scribe. 
“ Oh, y e s / ’ answered the narrator ; 
“ trains on all roads were delayed from 
two to three days, hut most of the 
roads have learned from experience 
to 
prepare 
for 
these 
disastrous 
floods, ami now have in readiness per­ 
fectly constructed bridges already to 
put together and it does not now take 
long for a bridge to be replaced.” 
“ Did the rains come in tim e to save 
the crops?” 
“ No indeed, and that is just the most 
exasi*erating part of the whole th in g.” 
said lie. 
“ Only think, so m uch ruin 
and then to have it all come after it 
was too late. 
The corn and wheat 
crops had already made entire fail­ 
ures for want of rain, and the cotton 
crop w hich was neediug a certain 
am ount of rain was beaten down by 
the heavy and long continued rain. It 
w ill average one-third of u full crop, 
and 
the fact that three successive 
failures of crops have occurred in 
T exas in the last three years has had 
the effect of drawing thousands of 
people from the state, many of whom, 
in fact the greater part are coming to 
California. 
Words .can hardly con­ 
vey an adequate idea of the destitution 
which was occasioned by the extrem e 
droughts followed by the heavy rains. 
W hole districts had to be fed by th e 
governm ent, and it w as a very com ­ 
m on thing for the first people of the 
land to eat ‘pauper bread’ as it was 
called.” 
The gentleman was here 
obliged to excuse him self on u press­ 
ing engagem ent and the conversation 
ceased.

BELLS. 


An In terestin g Service a t Rt. Vli»- 
' 
ren t’» Cliurcb Y esterday. 
In St. Vincent’s Church yesterday 
afternoon 
an 
impressive cerem ony 
was performed, and one that attracted 
to the scene many of the curious as 
well as those whose devotion induced 
their presence. 
It was a service that 
has been handed down in th e Catho­ 
lic Church since the tenth century, 
when l ’ope John X II blessed the great 
bell of th e Lateran Church, at Rome, 
and the occasion w hich called it forth 
yesterday was the dedication of two 
m assive bells which have just been at­ 
tached io the mission. 
In 
the 
legends 
of 
the 
m ost 
remote 
antiquity 
we 
find 
that 
bells 
have 
been 
connected 
w ith 
religious cerem onies and the 
feast of Osiris, the King-god of Egypt, 
is m entioned as having been cele­ 
brated with the ringing of bells. 
The 
tintinnabidum of the Romans is well 
known to all students and in 550 A. 
D. we read in the Anglo-Saxon m is­ 
sals of the early church 
that “ the 
faithful were called together by the 
tinkling of a bell.” 
Then cam e the 
curfew hell and so the custom was 
transmitted down from generation to 
generation till now the church bell is 
the established method of announcing 
the beginning of divine service. 
The two bells which were conse­ 
crated at St. Vincent’s church yes­ 
terday will prove a welcome addition 
to that mission. 
They were manufac­ 
tured by MacShane Bros, of Balti­ 
more 
and 
are 
very 
fine spec­ 
im ens 
of 
casting. 
The 
larg­ 
er one 
weighs 20M8 pounds 
and 
cost $500, while the smaller one tips 
th e beam at 1070 pounds and repre­ 
sents $300 in currency. 
The funds for 
th e large bell have been obtained by 
public subscription, while tiie other 
one has been donated by a generous 
friend of the church. 
They were 
placed on heavily-battened supports 
just inside the door yesteidav and 
were decorated with a choice collec­ 
tion of fragrant flowers. 
An inscrip­ 
tion on the large bell roads: “ E van- 
gel i: are pauperibu» 
mistt 
me. 
St. 
L a k e iv ., 18,” w hile in bold relief on 
the smaller one is to be seen the 
words: “ Birgitta. Agnet.”

C A T A R R H . 


Th e te rm c a t a r r h is a p p lie d to a 
peculiar disorder of the noxtril* anti ad­ 
jacent part», which prevail» to an alarming 
extent, and i» productive of very serious 
consequence». 
The most prominent, and characteristic 
feature i» a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying iu it» nature at different times. 
In some there is au almost constant flow 
of clear, a< rid finid, but ofteuerau offensive, 
purulent or mueo-purulent, greenish-yellow 
matter 1» secreted, which accumulates in 
the nosidlB or drops into the throat, nere»- 
Mtating’ifs frequent removal by blowing tix 
nose or expectoration, and often - by both 
processes. Sometimes patients feel as 
though their head was ln ii Mate of rotten­ 
ness, so great ia the amount of matter dis­ 
charged and ho fetid is it» odor. The pa­ 
tient is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping into the throat of the morbid 
matter from the head, and as a recumbent 
position naturally favor* the flow downward 
hi» rest is frequently disturbed from this 
cause. Muuy suffereS nre obliged to lie * 1th 
the bead very mud* elevated in order to 
sleep with mine d$jrbfl ot comfort. 
In others » tojftfh,' Viscld and offensive 
phli*gm collect» Hcrrlnd'sfari nbove the soft 
pulule, In the passage between the throat and 
head, adhering fnthe ]>arts with glhish tenac­ 
ity. Its lodgment embarrasses respiration 
and creates a sensation of irritation and un­ 
easiness In the affected locality, which gives 
ri»e to a constant and almost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve that discomfort by drawing 
the mucus into the threat so us to eject it by 
the mouth. This practice, popularly known 
as “hawking,'’ is characteristic of catarrh,

The breath is always tainted, and at times 
assumes an exceeding fetid and sickening 
odor. In Mime eases it beconu*» »o revolt­ 
ingly offensive as to render the sufferer an

The nasal membrane is thickened and 
conjcHtcd, causing the nose to bo stopped np, 
Hometimcs on one siile, sometimes on tho 
other, and often on loth, giving rise r«> a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation in the head, 
and occasioning violent and prolonged 
paroxysm* <«f sneezing. 
The voice is weak, indistinct and hu-kv. 
or «>f a ua»al character, displaying « sort of 
sniffing finality.
